school budget 


WILMINGTON - At its meet- 
ing on Wednesday, February 20, 
the School Committee contin- 
ued its discussions relative to 
the budget recommendations 
that have been presented to 
them for Fiscal Year 2003 by 
Superintendent of Schools 
Geraldine O'Donnell. 

The proposed budget, which 
carries a price tag of approxi- 
mately $23 million, marks an 
increase of a little more than 6 
percent from last year's fig- 
ures. Superintendent 
O'Donnell’s proposals were met 
by committee members with 
praise and appreciation and 
very little dissent. 

Among the recommendations 
approved by the School 
Committee were appropriated 
funds for six new teachers and 
five aides. Wilmington High 
School, in particular, was 
approved for three new teach- 
ers. Wilmington Middle School 
is targeted for the hire of two 
new teachers, one for the sev- 
enth grade and one for the 
eighth. The Special Education 
program will receive two new 
teachers and two new aides, 
which has been recommended 
to provide for increased enroll- 
ment figures. The program is 
also scheduled for a half-time 
Resource Room assistant, and 
two one-on-one assistants.

YOUR IRA AND 


ESTATE TAXES 

Though your IRA generally has 
listed beneficiaries and is payable 
directly to those individuals, the 
funds are still part of your estate and 
should be considered that way. For 
instance, your estate plan should 
specify how estate taxes on the IRA 
should be financed: from the IRA or 
from other funds, and from which 
heirs. 

In addition to estate taxes, the IRA 
is subject to income taxes, too. In 
¢state plans where large charitable 
donations are listed, it may be advis- 
able to donate part of the IRA to the 
charity (which pays no income tax) 
and fund other bequests from non- 
taxable sources. In some cases, the 
double tax bite may be mitigated by 
a deduction for income in respect of 
a decedent; check with an expert on 
this, because the rules are complex. 
* If your IRA has several beneficiar- 
ies, divide the account as you wish 
now so that they won't have to liqui- 
date—and pay taxes—to divide the 
assets. They can even take the pro- 
ceeds over their own lifetimes.

Being a member of the Historic 
Commission, I felt rather slighted 
by the Board of Selectmen when 
the subject of a new library came 
up. You see, we oversee some of 
the properties they want to use the 
wrecking ball on. Nor have we 
been involved with the Master Plan 
input which really does not ad- 
dress what todo with these histori- 
cal buildings other than placing a 
marker where they once were.

Rep. Miceli recognized by MWRA Advisory Board 


BOSTON - The MWRA Advi- 
sory Board has recognized Repre- 
sentative James R. Miceli for his 
initiative in ensuring that the in- 
terests of ratepayers are protected 
throughout the F'Y03 state budget 
process. On January 30, 2002, the 
MWRA Legislative Caucus con- 
vened to strategize and coordinate 
plans to secure adequate funding 
of the Commonwealth Sewer Rate 
Relief Fund (Fund) in FY03. The 
Fund is the vehicle through which 
the Commonwealth distributes debt 
service assistance to both MWRA 
and non-member communities and 
is ratepayers’ strongest defense 
against rising water and sewer 
costs. 

The recent release of House 1, 
the Governor's version of the FY03 
state budget, brought disappoint- 
ing news to the Caucus. Governor 
Swift decreased debt service fund- 
ing by approximately $20 million, 
which is a thirty percent cut from 
FY01 (distribution of FY02 funds 
are pending). This reduction could 


translate into nearly nine percent 
wholesale increases for communi- 
ties, which amount to approxi- 
mately sixty dollars per household 
that is serviced by MWRA. 
Thanks to Representative 
Miceli’s support, combined with 
that of the entire MWRA Legisla- 
tive Caucus, efforts are already in 
the works to ensure that 
ratepayers’ interests are protected 
in FY03. During its meeting the 
Caucus voted to communicate di- 
rectly with the House and Senate 
Committees on Ways and Means, 
which prepare the budgets for each 
branch. The Caucus also discussed 
the misinformation being dissemi- 
nated that MWRA has a “Rainy 
Day Fund” that it can easily dip 
into to mitigate rates. “This con- 
cept of uncommitted funds is com- 
pletely false. MWRA has a Rate 
Stabilization Fund that is designed 
solely to guard against rate in- 
creases and is entirely committed 
through FY08 Although the Gover- 
nor was forced to make difficult 


choices in this uncertain economic 
period, ratepayers have a right to 
know the true impact of House 1 
The FY03 budget presents a ques- 
tion of priorities, and I am commit- 
ted to putting debt service assis- 
tance high on my list,” said Rep 
Miceli. 

The MWRA Legislative Caucus 
was formed nearly adecade ago to 
combat rising water and sewer 
rates in communities serviced by 
the Authority. The Caucus has been 
key to mitigating rate increases by 
inserting a line item for debt ser 
vice assistance within the state 
budget each fiscal year. The Cau- 
cus plans to meet again during the 
budget process to reconnect on 
Members’ collective and individu- 
als’ efforts on behalf of MWRA 
ratepayers. Additionally, the Ad- 
visory Board will host Caucus mem: 
bers, community officials, and in- 
terested ratepayers at its Febru- 
ary 28, 2002 meeting at the State 
House at 11:30 a.m. next door tothe 
House Chamber.

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Moran, Stella and Melendez 
will be tried in the District of 
Massachusetts Federal Court, 
so, if found guilty, they would 
likely serve their terms far 
from home, in a federal prison 
ih either Kansas, Texas or 
California. 

“That is something to think 
about,” says Brackett. “How 
often can one’s family afford to 
travel back and forth to Texas 
to visit their jailed son or 
daughter? And what if the 
Bureau of Prisons decides to 
transfer that son or daughter to 
yet another prison during their 
term, as they are known to do 
from time to time? What is a 
family supposed to do as time 
passes and bills start to mount? 
Are they supposed to pack and 
move again and again? Prison 
can not only separate you, 
physically, from your family, 
but it can separate you emo- 
tionally, as well.” 

For the three defendants and 
others across the land who are 
facing similar charges, the loss 
of freedom will be overwhelm- 
ing if they are found guilty. 
»*The loss of freedom is 
‘astounding when somebody is 


incarcerated,” says Deputy — 
Spencer. “Prisoners eat. when 
they're told to eat, shower when 
they’re told to shower, and so 
on. There may be phones and 
TVs all around them, but they 
cannot reach for them until 
they are given permission to do 
so. There are no options in 
prison.” 

Adds Brackett, “To me, any 
loss of freedom would be colos- 
sal. It would be hard, knowing 
that you are drifting further 
and further away each day and 
that you may be slowly forgot- 
ten by those who know you 
because it becomes difficult to 
stay in physical contact with 
friends and family. Sure, 
you're alive, but are you liv- 
hel 

All of this, of course, falls 
under the assumption that a 
drug offender survives his or 
her involvement with sub- 
stances such as_ heroin. 
According to Brackett, users 
put themselves at great risk 
when they shoot up heroin or 
snort cocaine and so on. 

“These drugs are illegal, so 
their manufacturers are not 
faced with FDA testing and 
health code requirements,” 
says Brackett. “Even though 
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‘Authorities drive home dangers and concequences of drugs +2 


cocaine-processing laborato- 
ries, natives with open sores on 
their feet are stomping on coca 
leaves that have been soaked in 
acetone or gasoline.” 

While many drug-abusing 
young people may not realize 
that such substances follow 
such routes from the laborato- 
ries to the needles and vials in 
their possession, they also 
labor under other popular mis- 
conceptions, as well. 

“Teens think that they know 
what will happen to them when 
they are locked up in a cell,” 
says Spencer. “What they don’t 
realize is, these kids go to jail 
at 18, 19 years old and serve 
their time out-of-state until 
they are at least in their 40s.” 

According to Brackett, 
teenagers frequently see them- 


selves as not being “big enough 
of n fot for the fda ts fy" 
they are not burdened by the 
notion that they could get 
arrested, charged and sent 
away for a substantial amount 
of time. 

“Some teenagers are probably 
under the misconception that 
the federal system is no differ- 
ent than the state system or the 
juvenile justice system that 
they may have experienced in 
the past,” says Brackett. 

Furthermore, many youths 
may be unaware of the litany of 
criminal charges that can be 
associated with even the most 
peripheral involvement with 
drugs. For instance, according 
to Brackett, some people are 
mistaken in the thought that 
they will not be arrested or 
found guilty of anything if 
they're just “along for the ride” 
and do not touch drugs while

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increase from $1,500 to $2,000. 
The new law also provides an 
increase in the cemetery plot 
allowance for qualified veter- 
ans from $150 to $300. Such 
changes are affective for 
deaths that have occurred on or 
after December 1, 2001. 

The Veterans Administration 
(VA) can now honor requests 
for government markers for 
veterans buried in private 
cemeteries, even if their graves 
have headstones or markers 
furnished at private expense. 

Prior to this new law, the VA 
was prevented from providing 
markers in that situation. In 
the past, people who have sub- 
mitted VA applications to 
receive a government marker 
had to certify that the veteran’s 
grave was unmarked, 


Some families complained of 
the unfairness because they 
were ineligible, since they had 
already purchased a marker 
and could not obtain the gov- 
ernment’s free one to com- 
memorate their loved one’s 
service as a veteran. 

Now, even if the grave is 
already marked, a request for 
an additional marker can be 
fulfilled. The marker is to be 
placed only in a cemetery, and 
the VA will only send it to a des- 
eae cemetery for place- 


This new provision for marker 
applies to veterans whose 
death occurs on or after 
December 27, 2001. 

The plot allowance of $300 is 
paid when a veteran is buried 
in a non-government cemetery. 
The veteran must meet one of 


the following three criteria: Ke 
or she must have been eligible: 
to receive VA disability com» 
pensation or a VA pension, 
must have been discharged 
from military service due to a, 
disability, or must have died fy 
a VA hospital.

Question: Aside from the 
issue of the state income tax 
and its possible repeal, tell me 
about the Libertarian Party 
and its general stand on gover- 
nance, How small should state 
government be? What should 
the role of state government 
be? 


Howell: Libertarians believe 
and act to make government 
smaller. Government should be 
limited to protecting life, liber- 
ty and property - that’s it, like 
a skeleton crew. 

Big government is driving up 
the cost of healthcare pro- 
grams, so much so that people 
sometimes skip appointments 
they should: go to. Big govern- 
ment increases the cost of pre- 
scription drugs. Big govern- 
ment is destroying our health- 
care system. 

Big government is destroying 
higher education, driving pri- 
vate schools out of business, 
leaving only state schools 
where the government meddles 
with curriculum. This sup- 
presses independent thinking 
and the free flow of vital infor- 
mation. Big government is also 
destroying k-12 with mandated 
curriculum. The results are 
higher illiteracy and higher 
drop-out rates. The state gov- 
ernment has dramatically 
increased spending on schools 
and still the teacher / student 
ratio has decreased. Parochial 
schools at half the cost are 
turning out better educated stu- 
dents. 


All we need from the state are 
law enforcement and the 
courts, and the military at the 
federal level. 

Question: What about a social 
safety net? 

Howell; The private sector 
can provide for people dramat- 
ically more efficiently and with 
higher quality, Big government 

Programs will be 
replaced almost. immediately 
by more effective, more 
humane services. For example, 
look at when a disaster, like a 
mud slide, devastates an area 
in Central America. Within 48 
hours millions of dollars are 
mobilized from private citizens 
to help. 

Question: Again aside from 
the income tax, what do you 
believe is the most important 
issue facing Massachusetts, 
and what would you do as 
Governor to address it? 

Howell; The state government 
imposes dangerous anti-gun 
laws that leave citizens unable 
to defend themselves. All these 
laws don't work and should be 
eliminated. Laws against crime 
- murder, rape, child molesta- 
tion - are the laws we need. 
Anti-gun laws only signal to 
criminals that honest people 
are unarmed. Criminals will 
always be able to get guns on 
the black market. These laws 
endanger a woman who needs 
to protect herself from a rapist 
or a mother defending her chil- 
dren. 

Question: Now on to the 
income tax. The Libertarian 
Party has sponsored a question 
that will be on the general elec- 
tion ballot on Nov. 5, 2002, to 
repeal the Massachusetts 
income tax which is now 
assessed at 5.3 percent of per- 
sonal income. What is the 
approximate total state budget 
for fiscal 2002, ending June 30, 
2002, and how much of it was 
raised from this year’s income 
tax?

Howell: Well, the big govern- 
ment budget of Michael 
Dukakis was $10 billion... 
Editor's note: adjusting for 
inflation the same budget 
today would be around $14 bil- 
lion. ...So we don’t need to 
spend. $23 billion. I would 
remove programs that can't 
justify their existence. All 
departments would be forced to 
account for all their spending, 
and if they can’t, they're on the 
chopping block. There has been 
an enormous arrogance and 
disregard for taxpayers. All 
government spending should be 
published on the Internet accu- 
rately and immediately. 

The repeal of the state 
income tax would put $3,000 
back in the pockets of taxpay- 
ers every year for the rest of 
their lives. They could save this 
for a catastrophe, donate it to 
charity, use it to work less to 
free up their time to do charity 
work. 

A Beacon Hill Institute study 
from 1998 said lowering the 
income tax from six percent, 
the rate at the time, to three 
percent would create 400,000 
new jobs in Massachusetts. 
Editor's note: This would 
equal a net gain of around 
300,000 jobs after a loss of 
100,000 state jobs. 

Question: Are you afraid that 
eliminating the income’ tax 
could interfere with paying for 
state debt obligations or the 
pension fund? , 

Howell: We already have 
more than enough revenue to 
make these payments, and the 
state has no business issuing 
bonds and taking on debt for 
the taxpayers to pay. 

Question: Do you think the 
State Legislature would let the 
repeal of the income tax stand? 
They've blocked and gutted the 
Clean Elections Law. How will 
the income tax repeal be differ- 
ent? 

Howell: That's why the people 
have to elect me, so I can fight 
for the undeniable will of the 
people. 

Question: While we're almost 
on the subject, what do you 
think of the Clean Elections 
Law?

known as the Swain School) for 
a cost of $36,000, 

Howard built many homes in 
Wilmington. One that comes to 
mind is the Wilson home on 
Shawsheen Avenue, which he 
built in the early twenties. John 
had an accident when he was 
three years old. He found some 
headache powders and he ate 
them. It left him with a dimin- 
ished mental ability. He grew 
up to be - well, to call him the 
town fool is wrong. But he was 
incapable of an education of 
any degree, as he was inca- 
pable of carrying sustained 
thoughts. Unable to finish his 
education, he grew up to be sort 
of a village handyman, after 
his own definition of what that 
entailed. 

The youths of his day, with 
typical thoughtlessness, called 
him Tony, a name that he did 
not like, but to which he 
learned to respond. He was 
often the butt of rude practical 
jokes, on the part of his peers. 
His parents, of course, took 
care of their son in a thoughtful 
way, but as he grew older he 
could not be kept” at home. 
John, for so his father called 
him, was taken with his father 
to the jobs that were being 
done, as a simple helper. It was 
a task to which he could not 
apply himself with any sus- 
tained effort for more than a 
very few hours. 

And in their cruel and 
thoughtless ways, the boys of 
Wilmington liked John, or as 
they called him, Tony. 
Sometimes he made some sur- 
prisingly sage remarks, which 
were repeated over and over in 
the barbershop down in the 
square. Tony could always pro- 
vide conversation there. 

In those days a kitchen wood 
stove was a necessity not only 
for cooking but also for heating 
the house. Tony developed a 
business of sawing cordwood 
into stove length. He would 
walk around town with a saw- 
horse over his shoulder and an 
old hat on the back of his head. 
A large saw over his other 
shoulder and a smile on his 
face was all the introduction 
that was needed, and many an 
afternoon Tony spent in the 
backyards of Wilmington 
homes, cutting up cordwood. 
He got 25 cents, or maybe 50 
cents for cutting a cord of wood 
- which wasn’t much pay. But in 
those days, a young fellow who 
had nothing much to do could 
go out into the woods in the 
winter and cut firewood, at a 
going rate of $3 a cord, but it 
was a fair amount of work. 
Tony would always do an

errand for a dime or maybe a 
quarter. Ralph Currier had a 
meat market up in the Square, 
and on occasion he would send 
Tony down to the bank to get 
some change. Tony would run 
the errand with zeal and 
promptness, and never a 
thought of taking any money 
for himself. Ralph would 
always tip Tony. 

It was at the bank where the 
fun took place. Joe McMahon, 
the bank manager would 
always have a little gentle fun 
with Tony. He would pretend to 
short-change him. And 
although Tony was very poor at 
reading, he was okay at count- 
ing, and he would always 
pounce on Joe’s “errors” with 
glee. “Oh, no, Mr. McMahon, 
You can't fool me!” And he 
would triumphantly count out 
the right change, which he 
would then take back to Ralph 
Currier. 

Joe's trick was done in a gen- 
tlemanly way. But some tricks 
which were played on Tony 
were much more crude. 

When George Spanos, the 

mayor of Wilmington” was 
tmarried-to one~of-the Kelley 
girls in 1915, Jim Kelley, the 
town clerk, gave him as a wed- 
ding present a lot of land on 
Glen Road, abutting what was 
then known as Kelley's 
Meadow. Today it is conserva- 
tion land, between Drury Lane 
and the Wildcat tracks. It was 
there that George built his 
home. Howard Horton was the 
carpenter, and Tony went along 
as a helper. 

There was the day that 
Howard put up the roof tim- 
bers. He had spent the previous 
day cutting the timbers to the 
right lengths, and he had the 
ridge pole in place. 

It was Tony’s job to lean the 
timbers against the house in 
such a way that Howard, on the 
second floor, could pick them 
up, slide them into position, 
and nail them into place. It was 
a simple job for Tony - just keep 
putting those timbers where his 
father could reach them. 

On that same day two young 
men were at work digging the 
cesspool. It was easy digging in 
that ground and long before 
noon, they were done. They had 
nothing to do until the mason 
arrived, to “stone” the cesspool. 
When Tony wandered over to 
look down into the hole, they 
impulsively gave him a push. 
Down in the hole, Tony cried, 
“Let me out! Let me out!” 

But neither of the young men 
listened. Instead, they kept put- 
ting the timbers alongside the 
house for Howard, and he never 
realized his son’s plight until he

They called him Tony 


came down for his lunch. 

The boys in Pete's barbershop 
chuckled over that one. It would 
be a long time before Tony 
could be persuaded to look into 
another hole. 

No story of Tony would be 
complete without telling what 
happened to him in the winter 
times, when the men and boys 
were cutting ice on Silver Lake. 
It was cruel. 

Walter Hale had ice houses on 
Main Street, about opposite 
Glen Road. Every winter, he 
would cut ice and store it, and 
in the summer he would sell 
that ice from ice wagons. It was 
a fine business until somebody 
invented the electric refrigera- 
tor. 

Cutting ice wasn’t a big 
money-making operation for 
the farmers, but it gave them 
something to do in the winter. 
Work would start late in the 
morning, after the chores had 
been done, and would knock off 
in the afternoon in time for the 
farmers to get home and milk 
the cows. And it meant a few 
dollars of pay. 

Once the cutting operations 
had-begun, there would be open 
water, calléd the pond. The ice 
floes would be cut and drifted 
down to a cutting location, 
where they would be split up 
and sent up a conveyer into the 
ice house. 

Tony, with nothing to do, 
would wander down to the ice 
cutting, and Walter Hale would 
pay him 50 cents a day, just as 
he paid the other boys. Tony 
wasn’t capable of some of the 
work, but he could handle a 
peavey and push the ice floes 
along the edge of the pond. 

No one was watched more 
carefully than Tony. Every 
young fellow had his eyes on 
poor Tony. And sure enough, 
every other year or so, Tony 
would get careless and step 
onto an ice raft. 

‘That was a signal for action. 
A dozen young fellows, all bear- 
ing peavies, would rush over 
and push that raft out into the 
pond. And there would be Tony, 
stranded. 

“Let me off of here!” he would 
yell. But no one would. And if 
the wind should blow the raft 
toward the edge of the ice, will- 
ing peavies would again push 
the raft out into the pond, leav- 
ing Tony crying on the floe. 
Finally someone would tell 
Howard, who would come to his 
son’s rescue. 

On Saturday afternoons every 
week, John would go to Lowell 
to see the movies. It was great 
entertainment for him, and the 
whole afternoon would only 
cost him 50 cents - 10 cents 


each way for the street car and 
30 cents for the movie and 
peanuts. 

He would sit through two per: 
formances, the matinee and the 
evening performance, and then 
get on the street car and go 
back home. He would happily 
sit in the back, eating peanuts 
and telling everybody about the 
movies he had just seen. ' 

The ladies of Wilmington, who 
knew of Tony but not too much 
about him, were often quite 
nervous if they were riding the 
streetcar as he returned from 
Lowell, babbling away about 
the heroine and her beauty. 
Somehow they felt it was the 
type of conversation they 
should not have to listen to, 
even though he never really 
said anything that was offen- 
sive. 

Bill Altman, father of Alan 
Altman, had a meat market, 
which was recently torn down 
for the MBTA parking tot, 
Beside the store was a little 
brook and a fence, and over 
that fence was a maple tree..It 
wasn’t much of a tree, a swamp 
maple, but it did provide some 


-shade-for a hot July. 


Chester Horton, John’s 
er, was working on the roof 
building across the street. 
building has long since been 
moved elsewhere. But on 
hot July afternoon, Chester 
was tarring the roof. John ¥~ 
sitting on the fence rail, 
the tree, eating peanuts. ff 
Altman came out of the meat 
market to pass the time of day 
with John. “Sure is hot!” said 
Bill. Popping a peanut into his 
mouth, John gestured at tis 
brother. “That's my brother 
Chester, working on that roof,” 
he said. He popped another 
peanut into his mouth. "And 
they say I’m crazy!” 

Tony lived out his final years 
at the Knollwood Farm .on 
Andover Street. 

He would sit in front of one of 
the barns, waving to passers- 
by. Boys going fishing _at 
Foster's Pond would ride by on 
their bicycles and call to him. 

Shortly before he died, an 
arsonist burned down the 
barns, After the fire depart- 
ment arrived, Tony was on the 
front porch of the house when 
the electrician arrived to dis- 
connect the power to the burn- 
ing structure. He asked how, he 
could get to the second floor, of 
the house. 

“You go up the stairs,” said 
Tony. 

He died on October 23, 1967 at 
the Tewksbury Hospital. He 
was 76. '

For the third year in a row the 
Wilmington High wrestling pro- 
gram has crowned a Division 3 
state champion. But on Saturday 
night at Taconic Regional High 
School in Pittsfield, Derek Hanley 
became the first underclassmen in 
the 30-year history of the program 
to bring home a championship tro- 
phy 

Hanley became the fourth state 
champion of the program, follow- 
ing Billy Tate (1996), Pat Heffernan 
(2000) and Mare Sollazzo (2001) 
Hanley also became the first wres- 
tler to wina state title with a pin, as 
the other three came from deci- 
sions 

Alter pinning each of his first 
three opponents to get into the 
final, Hanley quickly made old- 
time rival Damien DiGiovanni of 
Wayland his latest victim, which 
was his 94th career win. Hanley 
pinned DiGiovanni at the 5:29 mark 
to win the 140-pound crown. With 
the title, Hanley as well as team 
mate Sang Ngo who took third, 
advance to Saturday's All-State 
meet to be held at Salem High 
School 

‘This was the fifth time Hanley 
and DiGiovanni have faced one 
another, and second this year. All 
five times Hanley has come away 


with the victory. 

“I wanted to bring my match to 
him,” he said moments after the 
celebration. “I didn’t want it to be 
close. (DiGiovanni) stalls and tries 
to slow down matches and I just 
wanted to stay as aggressive as I 
could.” 


Head coach Mike Pimental said 
abig key for Hanley is to get points 
right away when matches begin. 
He said that once Hanley led 2-1 
after the first round and added a 
few more take down points in the 
second round, he knew he had it 
wrapped up. 

“Sometimes wrestlers get tothe 
finals and they are so afraid of 
losing that they don’t wrestle like 
they can,” said Pimental, a former 
high school champion himself at 
Mount Anthony High School in 
Vermont. “Twenty minutes before 
the match started we drilled him. 
We had a tonof the guys work with 
himand get him loose for the match. 

“We wanted Derek to come out 
and set the tone for the match. Be 
intense, be aggressive and score 
right away. We wanted him to 
wrestle his style and get things 
going. He did everything we talked 
about. DiGiovanni has nine career 
losses and five of them are to Derek. 
Last year they wrestled three times 
with two of them going into double- 
overtime. But you can't make a 


mistake against Derek. Once you 
do, he'll put you away.” 

And that’s just what Hanley 
did. In the first round the two felt 
each other out for the first 90 sec- 
onds or so until they tangled up. 
DiGiovanni had a leverage edge 
having Hanley off balance and a 
foot up in the air. But Hanley used 
his strength and his hips and drilled 
DiGiovanni onto the mat for two 
take down points. 

DiGiovanni was able to score 
an escape point before the end of 
the first round. But in the second it 
was all Hanley. He scored twice on 
defensive takedowns, and put it 
away with 31 seconds left of the 
second round. 

“The coaches kept telling me 
that when I had him on the bottom 
not to let him up,” said Hanley. 
“[DiGiovanni) got a little out of 
position and I was able to flip him 
sol him on his back [for the 
pin.” 

Hanley also pinned his three 
previous opponents Sean McGregor 
of Canton at the 50 second mark; 
Rob Affleck of Rockland at the 3:18 
mark; and Heath Kelly of Midwatch 
at the 3:37 mark. 

Hanley hopes the success con- 
tinued this weekend at the all-

After 17 years, Bob LaVita says good-bye

WILMINGTON — It was unsea- 
sonably warm on Saturday, but 
Bob Lavita was oblivious to the 
springtime temperatures that had 
pervaded the February gloom. He 

was inside of the North Middle 
School gymnasium, wheretheonly 
connection to the outside world 
was a few rows of thick, smoked 
glass windows 

I've been here since 7:45 a.m.,” 
said Lavita, “I don't know what its 
like outside.” 

Since 1985, Lavita has spent 
every Saturday between Novem- 
ber and February in the North 
School gym, first as a coach and 
then as a supervisor of officials, 
for the Wilmington Recreation 
Department's winter basketball 
program. 

But this Saturday was differ- 
ent. After 17 years of volunteer 
assistance to the basketball league, 
Lavita was hanging up his gym 


shoes in order to focus more on his only 


full time job as a member of the 
property acquisition department 
for the Massachusetts Bay Trans- 
portation Authority (MBTA) 

“4 m going to miss it, Treally did 
enjoy it,” said Lavita “IfI'vegiven 
anything up to do this, it's been 
worth it.”

In 
the Recreation Department 
leagues for students from 


grades 3 through 10. 
Once they were old enough, his 


sons later returned to the league as 
referees. All of the league referees 
are high school students, typically 
members of the high school bas- 
ketball team. Some have even re- 
turned to coach 

“It's great for them to get a 
feeling of how it really is (to ref- 
eree), and tolearn tonot to yell and 
scream at (referees) when they're 
playing,” said Lavita. “It's a diffi- 
cult job.” 

Patience, tactfulness and a big 
heart are the required skills of a 
league supervisor. Typically su- 
pervisors are the go-to people, who 
will scour a school building to get 
ice for an injured players knee, in 
addition to officiating games, and 
overseeing an officiating crew. It 
also requires the ability to deal 
with the occasional unruly parent. 

“Some parents get a littletointo 
the game, and go a little too far,” 
said Lavita, adding that in l5 years, 
a handful of parents have 
crossed the line. “They forget what 
Recreational League basketball is 
all about, which is to be a good 
sport, learn, and have fun.” 

The North Middle School gym 
looks nearly the same as when 
Lavita first arrived there. Theelec- 
tronic scoreboard hung high in one 
corner is imprinted with the old 
Coca-Cola slogan ‘Have a Coke and 
a smile,’ below which is written 
‘Presented by 1960-1981 PAC.’ 

“I've stayed at this gym the 
whole 15 years,” said Lavita. In 
that time, he has seen his fair 
share of events ranging from the 
comic to the dramatic. 

‘The most powerful memory he 
will take with him is from a game 
played nearly 10 Years ago. One of 


the players was developmentally 
challenged, and had not scored all 
season. But inthis game, he finally 
made his first basket. 

“Every kid on both teams ran 
out to congratulate him, I almost 
wanted tocry,” said Lavita. “That’s 
what Recreation basketball is to 
tne” 

There were also humorous 
memories. During one particularly 
cold winter, a lot of ice had accu- 
mulated on the gym roof. Once the 
ice began to melt, water poured 
onto the floor, requiring the team’s 
to play on one half of the court. 

What made the situation even 
more challenging was that a popu- 
lar game was slated for that day, 
which brought in a larger than 
expected crowd. 

“So many people showed up we 
didn't know what to do,” said 
Lavita, adding with a can-do atti- 
tude, “We made it work.” 

While water collecting onan icy 
roof might have been a predictable 
problem, the gymtemperature was 
often very unpredictable. 

“There are days it was so hot I 
can’t even breathe,” said Lavita. 
As a result, he made it a point 
never to wear a long sleeve shirt or 
sweatshirt tothe gym. Whether the 
temperature was high or low, 
Lavita took it in stride. “If it’s cold 
I freeze, and if it’s warm maybe I 
lose a couple of pounds.” 

Originally from Everett, his 
father introduced Lavita to basket- 
ball. They used to travel to see the 
Boston Celtics play in the former 
Boston Garden, which has since 
been replaced by the Fleet Center. 

At the time, the Boston Celtics 
were world champions, having won 
11 world championships between 
1956-1969. Lavita was in attendance

If you have ever attended a 
Wilmington High wrestling match 
then you know what they are all 
about. Ifyou ever attend the wres- 
tling program's banquet at the 
end of the season then you cer- 
tainly know just what the three of 
them do — how much time they 
put in, how much they do for each 
and every one of the wrestlers 
and the coaching staff and cer- 
tainly how they help the team get 
coverage in the newspapers with 
the scores and stats of the kids. 

Twin sisters Tara and Shelly 
Hardimon, and Erin McFeeters 
are the three girls who do every- 
thing for the program except 
wrestle. The three of them have 
non-stop smiles on their faces dur- 
ing the countless nurtibet 6fhdlirs 
they put in as student managers. 
And they do so much more than 
just keep stats. 

“They keep the team together,” 
said tri-captain John McMahan. 
“They do so many little things 
just to keep the morale up. They 
always maketheteam laugh. They 
do so much for all of us. They give 
out candy and they do so much for 
Coach [Mike Pimental]. They 
make things easier for him. They 
are there for everything.” 

Thesisters have been involved 
with the program since they were 
in eighth grade, while McFeeters 
is inher second year. The three of 
them are juniors and Pimental 
doesn’t even want to think about 
what’s going to happen to his 
program when they leave. 


“It’s going to be a devastating 
loss when they leave,” he said. “I 


don’t know what I'd do without 
them.” 

The three girls have more 
chores for the wrestling program 
per season than they have com- 
bined throughout their entirelives 
at home. Not only do they do the 
chores, and do them extremely

well and they always, always do 
them with smiles from ear-to-ear. 

“Not only are they sweethearts, 
but they have to put up with me,” 
said Pimental. “They know how I 
get during matches,” 

The three of them attend every 
practice and every match. They 
keep the books, and the scores and 
stats of every wrestler. During 
matches over the years, they are 
so organized that they have cor- 
rected referees many times when 
they have incorrect scores. They 
keep attendance records of each 
and every| wrestler so Pimental 
knows who missed school and who 
was late for school. They keep 
names in the team's Fishbowl. 
Everytime a wrestler gets pinned, 
their names get putinto the Bowl, 
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They are the ones who make all 
of the signs which appear all over 
the gymnasium and school. They 
help promote the sport before the 
season starts, hanging up a sign 
that says “wrestling starts in x 
number of days”, They decorate 
lockers for. each varsity and JV 
wrestler throughout the season. 
And they give out little sayings to 
the team to get them motivated, 
Last week they had a message “it’s 
not the size of the dog, it’s the size 
of the fight in the dog”, and they 
handed out devil dogs to each of 
the kids. 

They are also the ones who 
make sure the team’s meets are’ 
televised on WCTV. They also help 
runmatchesandtournaments. Last 
year at the Cape Ann League Open 
meet, Goergetown decided not to 
have any people run the meet. The 


girls then took over. Not only did 
they do all of the stuff for Wilming- 
ton, but they ran the CAL Open, 
keeping stats and scores of every 
match, keeping up the wall charts 
and running the tournament 
through walkie—talkies,

They 
went down to the store to see how 
much it cost and they were told it 
would be one hundred and twenty 
dollars. All they had was fifty 
bucks they saved from baby-sit- 
ting money. They were so deyas- 
tated.” Pimental added that, the 

program ended up helping the 
girls. We 

Pimental also said the three 
girls - ‘who never ever have a 
disagreement with one another = 
mean so much to him and the 
program, and each of them brings 
different abilities, 

“Tara is the ringleader. She's 
like the captain of the group. She 
organizes everything and makes 
sure everything gets done. I'll tell 
her what has to be done and she 
makes sure that her and the other 
girls get it done. 

“Shelly is the mechanical one. 
She figures out things, She fixes 
things, When thescoreboard clock 
goes out, she's the one who gets it 
back working. * 

“And Erin is the artistic one:

4 Bundled up against the cold chill of winter, residents 

in the Middlesex East Region fill their heads with 
thoughts of summertime activities. Along with running, 
swimming and walking, another popular warm-weather 
activity in the Northeast is bicycle riding. 

Members from the towns of Lynnfield, North Reading, 
Wakefield and Wilmington are joining together to create 
an enjoyable regional locale for bicycle enthusiasts. The 
North Suburban Regional Bicycle Transportation Plan 
(NSRBTP) consists of a regional bikeway serving the 
four towns, and these communities are jointly applying 
to the Transportation Enhancement Program for a plan- 

ning grant for professional services in conjunction with 


bikeways in the applicant communities. North 
Reading will serve as the lead agency and 
administer the grant on behalf of all partici- 
pants, but each community will share equally 

i in the required program match and provide 
funds to be spent before reimbursement under the program. 

Joint planning activities will facilitate intercommunity links, links to other bikeways, 
access for utility trips, and access to public transportation. Each of the participating com- 
munities has identified strong support for bikeway development and community imperative. 

The proposed project will enhance the function, amenity, safety, efficiency, accessibility, 
and other aspects of the intermodal transportation system for the applicant communities as 
well as assisting in meeting regional and statewide goals. Among the ways that planning for 
bikeways in the target communities will assist in meeting transportation goals, including those 
of the Transportation Plan for the Boston Region and Metro Plan 2000, are: 

*Provide enhance commuter options for access to commuter rail stations in Reading, 
Wilmington and Andover. This will reduce automobile parking demand at these facilities, theo- 
retically; 

*Provide direct bike access to the Borders to Boston, Minuteman, the Bay Circuit Trail, and 
Pennacook Trail bike paths; 

«Provide bike access for short trips such as shopping, recreation, school activities, and visit- 
ing, thereby reducing congestion on highways and providing access to non-drivers; 

“Design bike routes which comply with Federal recommendations for safety and accessibility. 

The organizers feel that the project is over and above a normal project of this type. It pro- 
vides bicycle facilities which will have direct routing, recommends improvements to facilities 
to make them more usable to cyclists including bike storage, locking facilities, rest areas;

Members from the towns of Lynnfield, North Reading, 
Wakefield and Wilmington are joining together to create 
an enjoyable regional locale for bicycle enthusiasts. The 
| North Suburban Regional Bicycle Transportation Plan 
_|(NSRBTP) consists of a regional bikeway serving the 
four towns, and these communities are jointly applying 
|to the Transportation Enhancement Program for a plan- 
|ning grant for professional services in conjunction with 
bikeways in the applicant communities. North 
Reading will serve as the lead agency and 
administer the grant on behalf of all partici- 
pants, but each community will share equally 
= - in the required program match and provide 
funds to be spent before reimbursement under the program. 

Joint planning activities will facilitate intercommunity links, links to other bikeways, 
access for utility trips, and access to public transportation. Each of the participating com- 
munities has identified strong support for bikeway development and community imperative. 

The proposed project will enhance the function, amenity, safety, efficiency, accessibility, 
and other aspects of the intermodal transportation system for the applicant communities as 
well as assisting in meeting regional and statewide goals. Among the ways that planning for 
bikeways in the target communities will assist in meeting transportation goals, including those 
of the Transportation Plan for the Boston Region and Metro Plan 2000, are: 

Provide enhance commuter options for access to commuter rail stations in Reading, 
Wilmington and Andover. This will reduce automobile parking demand at these facilities, theo- 
retically; 

Provide direct bike access to the Borders to Boston, Minuteman, the Bay Circuit Trail, and 
Pennacook Trail bike paths; 

Provide bike access for short trips such as shopping, recreation, school activities, and visit- 
ing, thereby reducing congestion on highways and providing access to non-drivers; 

*Design bike routes which comply with Federal recommendations for safety and accessibility.

For all of 2001, total con- 
struction advanced 3 percent to 
$485.2 billion, marking the 
tenth straight year of expan- 
sion, The 3 percent increase 
followed growth of 5 percent in 
2000 and 11 percent in 1999. 

December's data lowered 
the Dodge Index to 145 
(1996=100), compared to a 
revised reading of 146 for 
November. The Dodge Index 
began 2001 at 153, retreated to 
143 during July and August, 
and then stabilized around the 
146 level as the year came close 
‘to a close, “The construction 
industry slipped back during 
the first half of 2001, but then 
proved to be one of the more 
resilient sectors of the economy 
affairs for F.W. Dodge.
